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REMARKS 

INTRODUCTION: 

In accordance with the foregoing, the Specification and claims 1, 13, 19, 27, 36 and 40 
have been amended. Claims 4, 6, 16, 22, 35 and 41 have been cancelled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. Claims 1-3, 5, 11-15, 19-21, 25-34 and 36-42 are pending and under consideration. 
Claims 6, 1 3-1 5, 1 9-21 and 35-36 are objected to. 

OBJECTION TO THE SPECIFICATION: 

It is respectfully submitted that the present amendments to the Abstract overcome the 
objection. 

ELECTION OF CLAIM 4: 

Applicants affirm that the Examiner should consider claim 4, 

OBJECTION TO THE DRAWINGS: 

The Examiner indicates that descriptive labels should be provided in FIG. 5. Applicants 
respectfully traverse the objection since all of the elements of FIG. 5 are labeled with numbers 
(i.e., light source 10, optical path changing unit 100, etc.). If the Examiner requires additional 
labeling. Applicants request clarification of which features require labeling, 

S102 REJECTION UNDER YAMAMOTO ET AL. (CLAIMS 1-5, 11-12, 25-34 AND 38-42):
